of God. Againe : when Paule came 
to Paphws, © Sergius Paulus deſired r0 
heare the word of God, But Elimas 
withſtood them , and ſought 10 turne a- 
way the Deputy from the faith, No 
maruell, For he was a ewe and a 
Sorcerer : and therefore could neither 
beare the trueth , nor the holineſle 
of Chriſtian Religion, So hath it al- 
waics beene in the world, Ammo- 
nites and Moabites, ewes and Sorce- 
rers,men of corrupt life and religion, 
could neuer take pleaſure inthe buil- 
ding of Jeruſalem, nor in the propa- 
gating of the Goſpell., VWhereof it is 
that they haue alwaies maligned the 
riſing vp of the R/ghteow , for feare 
that the worke of God ſhould prof- 
perin theirhands, 

Heere therefore learne we to judge 
of what fort and qualitic thoſe are 
among 
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among vs, which grindetheir teeth, 
and hang their heads at this new day 
of Englands Proſperitie . Of which 
ranke and company are the ding- 
thrifts of the lande: who having wa- 
ſted their owne goods with riotous 
living, hoped now to haue parted 
other mens ſtakes in the time of ct- 
uill difſention : Thoſe alſo which 
raiſed notthemſclues by their Righ-

Thoſe againe , which aſſumed the 
Magiſtracie, not to doe iuſtice, but 
to gaine reputation ; and entered the 
miniſterie , not tolabour bur co liue 
at eaſe; not to feed the locke , but to 
feed vpon the flocke. Theſe and di- 
uerſe others fearing leſt in an altera- 
rino their cuill might come tolight: 
as when a man remooucth his houſe, 
many 
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many athing is pulled our, that lai 
hid,while he was ſetled, in ſome dark 
corner : they can not but in appa- 
rance onely reioice atthis proſperi- 
tic. Bur ro-omit theſe and ſome. o- 
thers : there are now two eſpeciall 
ſorts of male-contentsintheland,that 
ſigh at the heart, though they ſmile 
with their countenance at this com- 
mon peace and ioy inthe kingdome. 
The Lord giue his Maicſtic grace 
prudently to  diſcerne them, and pu- 
i{[lantly to ſuppreſle them, as enemies 
to God, and chicte hinderances to 
the wo
